ABROGATION OF ﬂlé RECIPROCITY
ARRANGEMENT OFPPOSED.

Yiews of Lorin A. Thurston on the Re-
sults If Claus Spreckels, the Sugar
King, Has His Way.

‘ A

WASHINGTON, April. N —-Lorin A.
Thurston, ex-minister from Hawall, and at
present a special commissioner from that
country, has submitted to the finance com-
mittee of the Senate a statement of reasons
why the Hawaiian reciprocity treaty ought
not to be abrogated by the tariff bill, and
why it should not be on its merits abro-
gated at all. Mr. Thurston summarizes the
benefits and lossed which have acerued to
the United States by vrtue of the treaty,
as follows:

First—Remission by Hawalli of duties on
American products, $21,000, 000,

Second—Frofits made by American citi-
gens from freights, commissions, ship bulld-
ing, insurance, sugar and sale of merchan-
dise, §52.251,3%.

Third—-Existing property acquired by
American citizens, $43,751,54¢ Gross accrued
fitancial benefits, 31169582 940, Against this
there must be ofiset the duties remitted by
the United States, amounting §55,899.241.
Net financlal benefits which have acerued
to the United States and {ts citizens by vir-
tue of the wreaty, §81 083 608"

Mr. Thurston $oms up under the head of
“Results if the Treaty i= Abroguted,”” as
follows: “If the treaty is abrogated, the
following disadvantages will accrue 1o the
United States and its citizens:

“First—-Hawall will 'evy a duty on all
United States products which arc free un-
der the treaty.

“Second—Hawall will probably enter Into
reciprocal]l commercial relations with other
countries which are commercial rivals of
the United States, which will largely divert
Hawallan trade and the profits arising
therefrom to those countries,

“Third—The same causes which have
practically driven American shipping out of
the trade of every other ecountry will
operate to eliminate it from the Hawaifan

.

*Fourth—The political control, for which
American statesmen have been striving for
Sixty vears, and have so successfully ac-
complizshed, will be abandoned at a stroke,
and Ameriea will be relegated from the
dominant position is now holds to the po-

“Instead of the United States remaining
the practical suzerain power over Hawaii,

Claus Spreckels Talks.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—Claus
Spreckels has every reason, he declares in
an Interview, to believe that the Hawaltan
reciprocity treaty will be abrogated. He
sald: “I clalm, and existing facts will bear
me out fully, that the treay in force be-
tween this country and Hawall Is recipro-
cal In name only and that all the advan-
tages arising under It are enjoyed by Ha-
wail or rather the foreigners resident there.
At the present time the balance of trade
between the United States and Hawafl is
$8.000,000 per annum, and no effort Is being
made by the Hawallan government to en-
courage more trading with the United
S:ates. On the contrary evervthing that is
done tends to the encourngement of trade
with other gmmlrivﬁ. notubly Canada, Ger-
many and Epgland. They have withdrawn
the subsidy formerly pald to the ocean
teamshlp ocompany and American Iline
wiiich has done more to develop the 1=lands
than any other treénsportation compan:s
The statement that the American shipping
engaged In this traffic has a valuation of
SIS o ) Is  untrue.

Course Ahout the Same as Last Year—
W heels Stolen—First Safetics in

Indinnapolis,

»

The coming Memorial Jday road race
promises to surpass anything of the Kind
ever attempted in this State. It will be the
leading event in a cycling way in Indlana
during the year unless some enterprising
persons bhyild a cement track ands secure
dates for a National Circuit me®t in this
city. It is early yet to predict that the
number of entries will be large, but there
is reason to bhelieve that there will at
least a hundred riders in the race, and per-
haps 15. At this early date a score or
more entries have been receoived.

The list of prizes offered is enough to
tempt all the local “‘speed merchants™ and
many who wiil have to pay rallroand fare
and expenses to enter the race, There are

e

sixty-seven prizes, from the highest grade ;

wheels on the market down to all manner
of large and small sundries. In the long
list it seems that almost every rider would
be able to have hope of getting one of
them. It is an interesting fact that not all
the prizes are given agccording to their
value., For instance, the fifth, sixth or sev-
enth man In may recelve a pair of tires,
while the prize for twentieth place may be
a bicyele. 1t will occur that some of the
racers will endeavor, If they cannot get in
for the time prize or the first prize, 10 come
in at a certain number, even if they have
to loaf to do it. This will add to the in-
terest of the event.

The course will be about the same as it
was last year and the year before. The old
course begins at Fourteenth street on Me-
ridian streect. There s some objection on
the part of people living in that vicinity to
starting the race here and it may be that
it will be started from the north end of the
Fall creek bridge. This will cut the course
off by half a mile, making 1t just thirteen
miles in length. The course is as follows:

North on Meridian street to old Thirtieth
strecl; west 10 LLNnots street; north on Ll-
nois street to the canal; northeast along the
east bank of the canal to Hroad Kippie,
turning south at the Ripple House, ang
thence south to the roaa running east to
the park to the river road; thence south
to Thirtieth street at the fair
west 10 Mewdian street and south to
place of starting.

One valuable prize iz offered for the rider
who beats the time made last yvear., ‘l'he
record was by Ous Lowe, who made the
thirteen and one-haif miles in thirty-eignt
minutes, thirty-five seconds., If the course
is shortened by half a mite, tne winner wiil
have to beat thirty-seven minutes, ten sec-
onds, this being the proportionate reduction
to the reduction in the length of the course.

A little more attention is tp be paid to de-
tails this year. Last year riders were al-
lowed to ride almost as they pleased. One
important rule is that they shall Keep in
the roadway. This bars riders from using
the sidewslk along the west side of Me-
ridian street and the paths along Thirtieth
street,. There will be enough checkers
along the course to see that the riders com-
ply with this rule, and those who do not
will be disqualified. The checkers will also
see that no riders cut off the corner at
Broad Ripple.
